Asioth’s Division—Stecle’'s Division—Sad Accr

A shor! time since, I sent an account of 
what had transpired in tnis command since 
the occupation of Datesville, but learuing that 
the express containing my letter had been 
captured, and that in all probability it would 
never reach its destination, I give a synopsis | 
of what was then written, notwithstanding 
you may have learned and published the same 
from other sources. 

After our é@rrival, an order came for ten regi- 
ments to be detached from our army to join 
that before Corinth.

It soon commenced hailing, and I doubt it 
the history of the country can record such 4 
ball etorm as this. For full one hour the hail 
came ip solid sheets, smal) at first, but be- 
come larger until they got to be the size of 
hens’ eggs, end any quantity could be found 
much larger. 

At this stage of the storm the scene was In- 
discribable. The cattle came running through 
the streets by hundreds, bellowing and tear- 
ing around, civing evidence of being petfectly 
crazy and bewildered. 

The city was full of teams, and many broke 
loose and went rushing through the streets. 
The people rusbed out and cut horses from 
the wagons, and in a few moments every store 
was filled with trembling horses, who were 
not only frightened nearly to death, but many 
were injored from the hail. The wind 
blew a perfect hurricane, and signs, boxes, 
lumber, and every eenceivable thing that was 
not securely fastened, béeame movable pro- 
perty, and the alr wae filled with the frag- 
ments. The south side of the freight depot 
of the Galena road waa taken off, and dashed 


iato a million pieces. The water was two fect 
e depot grounds. The ravines 
ra, and the whole country was a 
lake of water. Every garden in the city is 
completely destroyed, and the shade trees 
pearly ruin Hardly a whole light of glass 
is left om the east side of a house in town. 
The crops in the country must 
damaged, if not by hall, by water—for the old- 
cst inbabitants say thoy never knew so much 
water falling same of time. The 
storm lected in all its fury y two hours, 
and the hail stones could be gathered up by 
the wegon-load hours after the storm. 

The destruction of property in this city 
alone is large, and this morniag, huod:eds are 
crowding the glass stores, for the wherewith 
to fix up their windows. 

lt was an awful night, and we hope that we 
may never be visited with the like again. The 
clouds were terrible to look at, the elements 
being in a perfect whirl, and it may be that 
some other Socality was visited with its fu.y, 
and that the destruction of property is worse 
than here.
